The Ital- 
ians luwe been reinforced by British 
batteries and are entrenched in strong 
positions which apparently cannot be 
taken except through heavy losses. 

Queen Liliodkahnf, the former col- 
ored sovereign of the Hawaii.in 
islands, died Monday. With the death 
of Queen Liliuokalani has passed the 
last vestige of royalty in the Hawaiian 
islandsL The eigfath and hat monarch 
to hold sway over the entire insular 
group, she reigned for only two years 
•ad that brief flwker of sovereignty 
was entirely extinguished more than 
twenty years ago in a revolution 
which led tu the annexHtion of the 
islands to the United States. But not- 
notwitbstanding bar eflhcement from 
public affairs, Queen Liliuokalani nev- 
er abandoned her royal pose nor lost 
the affection of her former subjects, 
and continued to her death a most 
intereadng personality. She was 
born Sept. 2, 1838. in Honolulu. Her 
name was Lydia Kaniakacba. In her 
mamoirs, "Hawaii's History by Ha- 
waii's Queen," she traced her ances- 
try back to the foundation of the Ka- 
mehameha dynasty, and claimed rela- 
tionship to the royal family of the 
five sovereigns of lliat name. On Jan. 
6, 1^95, just two years after being 
deposed, Liliuokalani was arrested 
on the charge of btun; a participant 
in a plot to overturn the existing gov- 
sr— s«t and resMMS her sovereignty. 
Eight days later she formally re- 
nounced all claim tu the throne. Af- 
ter nine months' confinement in her 
former palace, she and forty-eight 
others were pardoned, and when, on 
August 12, 1898, Hawaii became a 
territory of the United States, she de> 
clared her fealty to the ctmtiy that 
had adopted her. The later years of 
her life Liliuokalani remained quietly 
at home. She had ceased to reign as 
a aovareign mooarcb, but she stiU 
rei g ned as quean in the hearts of her 
people, the native Hawaiians, who 
venerated her and paid her court as 
though she sliH sat upon the throne. 
She was a composer of hundreds of 
Hawaiian songs, some of w' ' ' 
uame popuhur ia tb« Ui

Washington, Nov. 12.- Faced by 
the realization that coal production 
cannot keep pace with the present 
rate of consumptwn, the fuel adminis- 
tration is ready if necessary* to guar- 
antee sujiplics only to domestic users 
and industries either necessary to the 
war or alwohttdy vital to flie public. 
It is estimated that limiting the use of 
electric advertising to two and a'quar- 
ler hours nightly will save half the 
fuel devoted to this purpose. In a 
statement accompanying today's order 
it was estimated it might become nec- 
essary to eliminate electric signs en- 
tirely. 

The order makes an exception for 
signs used by small merchants for 

purposes of directing the public to 
their places of business. If these are 
not unreasonably large they may be 
kept lighted while the ptaoe is open 
for business.
